N Wedneſday, May the 12th. 
1779, the report was made 


to his Majeſty, of the con- 
victs under ſentence of death in 
Newgate, and the following were 
ordered for execution on wedneſday 
he 26th inſt. John Bell, for aſſault- 
ing Sarah Holmes on the highway, 
and robbing her of 4s. a child s jam 
and other apparel. Chriſtopher Fo- 
ley and Peter Welldon, for feloni- 
ouſly and traterouſly having in their 
cuſtody a mould of tine founder*s 
earth, in which was impreſſed the 
figure, ftamp and reſemblance of 
both ſides, or flats, of the ſilver coin 
of this realm called ſixpences, and

other implements for the purpoſe of 
doining. 

Chriſtopher Foley and Peter Wel- 
don were indicted for feloniouſly and 
traiterouſly making, forging, and 
counterfeiting a piece of falſe, feign- 
ed and couterfeit money and coin, 
to the likeneſs and ſimilitude of the 
good and lawful money of this realm 
called a ſin- pence, againſt the duty 
of their allegiance, againſt the king's 
peace. and againſt the forms of the 
ſtatute. Sac 
Foley was Reſpited during pleaſure. 

Chriſtopher Foley, aged 61 years, 
was born at St James*s, Clerken- 
well, of crediable parents, who gave 
him a good education, and when he 
was aerived to the age of fourteen, 
they put him apprentice to a jewel - 
ler, with whom he ſervad his time, 
with the greateſt faithfulneſs, fide- 
lity, and truth, and continued to 
work fo- his maſter ſeveral years af- 
ter the expiration of his time, and 
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maintained the character of an in- 
duſtrious, and ingenious man, after 
ſome ſhort ſpace of time, he marri- 
ed the daughter of one Mr. Smith, 
ſiwer- ſinith. and entered on buhnels 
tor himſelf on his own account, 
which he carried on but a few years, 
through misfortunes in trade; © 
large tamil] y, and other unſoreſeen 
mistortues in _ - which b. — 
led him to torſake his bufineſs, as a 
maſter, and et Journey- 
man; whick he followed for a * 
time, vith unblemiſhed induſtr). 
aſſiduity; at length habituating him- 
ſelf into bad company, (the ſure 
ſource of evil) he became acquaint- 
ed with Weldon, who had carried 
on this iniquitous employment for 
ſome years uncc nvidied, though at 
the {ame time with mott ſurpriſing 
(fatal, if we may be allowed the ex- 
proſſion) ſucceſs; till at length juſ- 
tice, the ſure overtather of all 011

laws of this country intiifts on fuch 
offenders. who violate its only tup-

The above unfortunate man is 
very much deformed, when he walk- 
ed in the ſtreets one of his hands 
gencrally reſted on one of his knees, 

Peter Weldon, was about ſorty- 
fix years of age, was born in a ſmall 
Village near Bermingham, his pa- 
rennts was but in low circumſtances, 
which obliged them to turn him in- 
to the world very young. When 
Mr. Ford Buckle-maker of Ber- 
mingham took notice of him, and 
hound him apprentice to him, for 
the term of nine years, which he 
faithfully ſerved, and maintained a 
good character till his unhappy death 
John Bell was indicted for rob- 
bing Sarah the wife of Joſ. Holmes, 
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on the highway, and putting her n 
fear of her life, and ſtealing from her 
a ſnuff-box, val 1d. a child's linen 
jamb value i 2d. a linen apron value 
6d. and 48. in money, the property 
of the faid jol. Holmes. 

john Bell, about thirty fix years 
of age, was born in the pariſh of 
St. Lukes, in the County of Middle 
ſex, of poor but honeſt parents, 
who put him apprentice to Mr. Ford 
a ſhoe-maker, with whom he ſer- 
ved his time faithſnlly and honeſtly, 
and followed his trade for ſome 
years, but had committed ſeveral 
robberies on the highway, and keep- 
ing lewd women's company which 
brought him to his untimely end. 
At the place of execution he pray d 
and deſired all young men to take 
warning by him and not keep bad 
company. 

About 70 clock they went up to 
chapel and read prayers with the Or- 
dinary, afterwards had their irons 


knock 'd off; and about 9 ofclock. 
they were brought out of Newgate, 
when Peter Weldon was put into 
the Sledge, and Bell into a cart and 
convey*d to I vburn. 

The following letter Weld wo, ſent to 


his wife the day before his Execution.
